When  the  laat  uau<<ual  coLUi't  W*c 
fought  over  the  presidency  it  wan 
state  1  that  the  election  of  a  Ih-mo- 
craltc  prc^Mkiit  would  probably  re¬ 
sult — in  a  inure  or  lea*  complete 
c Lange  of  officers—  a  y adding  of  the 
Executive  to  Southern  influences,  an 
endangering  ‘if  the  |»rotective  tariff 
|julicy. 

The  answer  was,  “The  President 
will  lie  stronger  than  Lis'  party.  H* 
has  promises  1  to  reform  the  civil  ser 
vice,  to  remove  only  f**r  cause,  and  to 
protect  the  busiiicWa  interests  of  the 
country.”  How  has  he  succeeded  ?  -L> 
to  civil  service  reform,  George  William 
Curtis  ^ays:  *‘In  a  survey  of  the  whole 
service  there  has  been  almost  as  com¬ 
plete  a  change  as  was  practicable, 
since, mi  entirely  new  force  of  totally 
ipexjw-rienced  officers  would  have  pre¬ 
vented  the  regular  transaction  of  the 
public  business.”  His  further  state¬ 
ments  show  his  loss  of  faith  in  the 
president,  as  well  as  iii  both  political 
parties. 

Tliat  Southern  influence  has  pre¬ 
dominated  at  the  Capital  is  too  well 
known  to  need  demonstration.  The 
cabinet  and  diplomatic  appointments 
lmve  Iw-en  largely  from  the  South. 
The  action  of  the  Executive  upon  pen¬ 
sion  bills,  tariff  measures,  slid  the  or¬ 
der  directing  the  return  of  Rebel  flags, 
allows  the  influences  which  are  direct¬ 
ing  his  policy.  It  is  true  the  internal 
revenue  and  tariff  laws  are  still  un¬ 
changed,  except  so.  far  as  treasury  de¬ 
cisions  can  affect  them.  But  for  this, 
are  any  thanks  duo  to  the  President  t 
Was  not  all  his  influence  given  to  the 
passage,  last  Winter,  of  a  low  tariff 
bill,  fortunately  defeated  through  the 
efforts  of  Samuel  J.  Randall  and  about 
thirty  other  Democrats,  aidbd  by  the 
whule  Republican  phalaux  ? 

Where  then  has  the  President 
proved  himself  stronger  tliau  his  party  ? 
Wliflt  measure  has  he  devised  and 
.  carried  out  against  their  wishes  ?  Has 
he  stopped  the  useless  coinage  of  sil¬ 
ver  ?  His  letter  written  before  inaug 
uration  asking  that  it  be  discontinued 
was  quietly  pigeon  holed.  His  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  a  reduction  of  reve- 
v  nue  were  disregarded.  The  party  de¬ 
manded,  with  a  howl,  that  the  spoils 
of  office  be  distributed  among  the  vic¬ 
tors,  and  it  was  done.  The  party  de¬ 
manded  that  » low  tariff  bill  be  passed 
and  it  was  not  done,  l>ecause  Mr.  Ran¬ 
dall  was  there  to  veto  it.  The  Presi¬ 
dent’s  backbone  was  gone,  but  Mr. 
Randall’s  was  still  in  its  place.  The’ 
Rebel  flags  are  still  un returned  be 
cause  the  Grand  Army  Veterans  were 
on  hand  with  their  veto. 

In  the  controversy  between  Presi¬ 
dent  and  party  the  people  have  re¬ 
mained  interested  witnesses.  They 
were  told  that  "the  tail  would  surely 
wag  the  dog.”  After  the  lapse  of  two 
years  and  six  months  of  continued  ex 
•  i>e lamenting,  it  seems  tolerably  certain 
that  the  dog  will  usually  wag  the  tail ; 
and  that  while  a  Republican  tail  on  a 
Democratic  dog  is  better  than  a  Dem¬ 
ocratic  tail  uii  the  same  kind  of  an  an¬ 
imal,  it  is  aftbr  all  hardly  a  success*. 
In  this  cause  it  seems  probable  that  at 
the  end  of  the  present  experiment. 
Kith  tail  and  dog  will  be  entirely 
Democratic. 


A  practical  test  of  constitutional 
prohibition  has  recently  been  made  in 
Rhode  Island.  Its  results  will  lie  re¬ 
garded  with  interest  by  temperance 
workers  everywhere.

"Whatever  may  t>e  the  cause,  it  can¬ 
not  lie  denied  that  prohibition 
Rhode  Island,  after  a  year  "a  experience, 
is  found  to  be  so- complete  a  failure 
that  it  is  no  extravagance  to  pronounce 
it  a  miserable  farce.  It  has  not  even 
approximately  prohibited  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquor.  .  .  .  In  New 

p»  >rt,  where  perhaps  prohibition  comes 
nearer  to  being  a  success  than  in  any 
other  populous  part  of  the  State,1 
drunkenness  lias  not  only  alarmingly 
increased  of  late,  but  the  proportion 
of  offences  growing  out  of  liquor  drink¬ 
ing  to  the*  total  number  of  all  arrests, 
is -actually  three  per  cent  greater  than 
it  was  a  year  ago  under  the  License 
law.  .  .  .  It  is  said  that  in  Prov¬ 

idence  there  are  now  thirty- nine  more 
places  where  liquor  is  sold  than  there 
were  licensed  saloons  two  years  ago. 


y  An  Interesting  Legal  Point. 

In  the  District  Court,  the  other  tJky,  a 
lanulord  ami  tenant  case  came  up  where 
the  former  endeavored  to  dispossess  the 
latter  for  non-payment  of  rent  Judge 
Van  Cleve  granted  a  non-suit  because  the 
landlord  could  uot  swear  that  the  tenant 
did  not  have  $2Q0  worth  of  furniture. 
There  is  an  interesting  legal  point  con¬ 
nected  with  this.  It  is  well  known  that 
in  all  suits  for  debit,  if  the  defendant  be  a 
married  man,  fie>  Is  entiled  to  $200  ex¬ 
emption  from  seizure.  He  can  pick  out 
$200  worth  of  furniture  that  cannot  be 
levied  upon  under  an  execution.  His 
wearing  apparel  and  the  tools  with  which 
he  earns  his  living  are  also  exempt  from 
seizure.

He  dis¬ 
penses  a  hospitality  as  delightful  as  it 
is  princely,  and  there  is  probably  no 
happier  home  in  this  country. 

Since  he  has  purchased  the  proper¬ 
ty  in  the  rough,  Mr.  Phelps  has  trans¬ 
formed  this  rugged  old  hill  ground 
into  a  veritable  paradise.  He  has 
built  in  different  parts  of  the  estate 
twenty-seven  pretty  cottage^,  as  large, 
unique  and  handsome  as  the  average 
cottages  of  the  better  sort  at  Anbury 
Park.  These  houses  are  the  homes 
of  his  employes.  He  has  also  con 
structed  twenty-five  miles  of  macada¬ 
mized  roads,  and  has  planted  well  on 
to  half  a  million  trees,  and  is  planting 
them  still  at  the  rate  forty  thousand 
a  year.  The  planting,  and  tree  cul¬ 
ture,  is  Mr.  Phelps  particular  hobby. 
The  great  number,  variety,  beauty  and 
artistic  arrangement  of  his  trees  consti¬ 
tute  the  principid  charms  of  this  mag 
nificeut  estate.  There  are  tree 'em- 
bowed  walks,  and  drives  and  roman¬ 
tic  reb  eats,  in  all  parts  of  the  faru 
He  has  a  great  many  trees  growing 
from  the  nut,  some  of  rare  and  inter¬ 
esting  sorts.  He  has  a  promising 
grove  of  chestnut^phuited  like  corn, 
and  now  disclosing  a  tiny  stem  and 
from  two  to  four  leaves,  that  was  plant¬ 
ed  this  Spring.  This  is  to  be  called 
the  “  Hattie  Grove  ”  after  a  near  and 
dear  friend — Mr.  Phelps  has  a  delight 
ful  way  of  paying  such  pleasant  little 
compliihents  to  his  friends. 

Some  idea  of  the  vjllue  of  this 
princely  estate  may  be  derived  from 
the  fact  that  he  easily  borrowed  half  a 
million  dollars  on  it  during  the  panic 
of  1873.  Within  eight  or  nine  miles 
of  the  largest  city  on  the  American 
continent,  whence  it  may  be  reached 
in  a  few  minutes  by  three  or  four  hues 
of  railroad  that  run  through  it,  locut 
ed  on  a  commanding,  beautiful  and 
picturesque  range  of  hills,  iuul  devel 
ojx.il  and  beautified  by  the  lavish  ex 
pemhture  of  great  wealth  and  refined 
and  cultured  taste,  Teaneck  Grange  is 
undoubtedly  thehnost.  valuable  estate 
n  this  country.
